Bodies Scattered

OSLO, Norway, Nov. 22— </P)— 
The Dutch m ercy plane that dis­

There seems to be some difference of o- 
pinion among many Washing ton C. H. peo­ 
ple, and others ov er Fay ette County with 
whom we hav e talked, reg arding the consti­ 
tutional amendment prov iding for the so­ 
called Massachusetts ballot in Ohio. 


The decisiv e 
popular v ote in fav or 
of 
this chang e at the recent election does not 
meet with fav or from those who definitely 
preferred the old sty le of ballot which car­ 
ried ail 
candidates of political parties 
in 
separate columns representing each party . 
A Supreme Court ruling 
on a technical 
error in the wording of t h e new la w must 
be awaited before 
it is known positiv ely 
whether the new ballot, by amendment, is 
adopted. Most leg al a ut h or i t i e s , 
howev er, 
appear to think the law will stand. 


Under the proposed new ballot form it 
will be necessary to pick out each name and 
mark an X in front of it. instead of putting 
a cross at the top of a column at the head 
of the party list, thus v oting for a whole 
set of candidates under a certain party de­ 
sig nation. 
Some v oters hav e been doing 
this without ev en looking at names of candi­ 


dates. 
It does seem log ic.;! that the new ballot 
is an approach to more intellig ent v oting 
for each candidate, if that is what the peo­ 
ple want. Some apparently do not, 


It will require more time for a v oter to 
mark 
his ballot and more 
time to count 
ballots, but if a v oter does wish to pick out 
and v ote for only Republicans, 
or Demo­ 
crats, he or she can 
do so as each. candi­ 
date in the new ballot will show his politi­ 
cal party in print beside 
his name. Thus 
the arg ument some use that the new ballot 
will destroy the two major party political 
sy stem would appear unfounded. 
The merits of the 
Massachusetts plan 
hav e caused its adoption by 17 other states, 
reaching all ov er the United States. These 
are Arkansas, California, Colorado, Florida, 
Kansas. Mary land, 
Massachusetts, Minne­

At the first visit, the phy sician 
makes a complete phy sical examina­ 
tion so that any abnormal condi­ 
tions may be discovered and elimi­ 
nated. A search is made for any 
infections which can be treated and 
cleated up. 
X-Ray Examination 
If it is suspected at this time that 
there is any deformity of the hip 
bones or pelvis, an X-ray examina­ 
tion may ne made. If any deformity 
is discovered, the proper procedures 
can be planned for the future. 
At each visit it is important that 
a urine examination and a blood 
count be made. 
It is also important on the first 
visit that the blood be tested for 
venereal disease, such as sy philis, 
and that tests be made for the Rh 
factor. Even if tho blood test for 
sy philis is positive, with modem 
treatment the mother’s health may 


[born free from infection. The p a­ 
tient’* blood ty pe should al?o be 
determined. The blood ty ping is 
done so that if an emergency arises 
later, which requires a blood tran s­ 
fusion or an injection of blood into 
a vein, the necessary procedure can 
be carried out without delay . 
Unless the patient is overweight, 
a strict diet is usually unnecessary . 
The patient must, however, follow 
a 
well-regulated 
dict, 
including 
meat, milk, eggs, dairy product?, 
fruits, vegetables, and whole-grain 
cereals. It is advisable to cut down 
on the fats and sweet* so that an 
excessive gain in weight will not 
occur during pregnancy . A weight 
gain of two to three pounds a month 
is satisfactory . 


Visit to Doctor 
During each subsequent visit to 
the doctor, the patient is weighed, 
blood pressure taken and, if neces­ 
sary , blood counts carried out. 
When pregnant women have thia 
ty pe of prenatal care, many of the 
difficulties attendant on pregnancy 
and childbirth can be warded of?. 
In any event, the phy sician is fore­ 
warned of any emergency and is 
better able to meet it should it 
arise.

Superintendent Stephen Brown 
of the Washington Court House 
schools was the entertaining and 
highly instructive speaker before 
the League of Women Voters of 
Fayette County on Monday after­ 
noon. Members of the league and 
a number of visitors had assembl­ 
ed at the lovely new home of Miss j 
Dorothea Gaut to hear a talk on 
“ Education” which has been a 
cherished project of the League 
since the founding of the organi­ 
zation in 1920. 
Mrs. Jean S. Nisley, president 
of thte 
league, 
introduced 
the 
speaker 
who, 
after 
extending 
thanks for support of the school 
bond issue, lost no time in paint- 
ing a word picture of education in ; 
Ohio which he compared w ith ! 
that of the 48 states in the Union, j 
Ohio ranks 9th in its number of 
trained teachers, in which it is 
exceeded by Arizona. Oklahoma, 
Texas, Missouri, Colorado, U th a,! 
California and Montana. Washing­ 
ton C. H. has the single standard 
salary schedule--that is, the same 
salary is paid in the High School 
and in the elementary grades for 
the same number of years of train­ 
ing and of experience. 
Mr. Brown declared that the 
quality of the schools can not rise 
above the character and com­ 
petence of the teachers. A serious I 
barrier is the meager preparation 
of thousands of teachers. In the , 
United States 41% of the teachers ’ 
have no college degree. The speak- j 
er described at length the health ! 
program in the local schools and j 
told of the marvelous cooperation 
of the Board of Health. While he 
did not discuss any specific prob­ 
lems he showed how democracy 
Is to be built by teaching chil­ 
dren to have proper attitudes of 
mind, and said, “ You can’t do to­ 
day’s job Arith yesterday’s tools 
and be in business tomorrow” . 
He said, too, that “ Democracy is 
the enlightenment of the many, 
not the education of a few.” 
When the speaker stated that 
he has been making a study of 
the question “ W hy do students 
leave school before graduation” ?, 
he immediately was assailed -with 
a barrage of inquiries, and ques­ 
tions and opinions flew by with 
top speed. 
Mr. Brown was given a vote of 
thanks by the league, and the 
members expressed appreciation 
of the speaker’s sincerity, wide 
knowl^ige. and definite grasp of 
the situation.
